TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 6, 1917. 
The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


This being the first day of the Fifth Session of the Third 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta for the despatch of busi- 
ness, the Clerk of the House read the proclamation of His Honour 
the Lieutenant Governor, summoning the Members of the 
Legislative Assembly as follows:

His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House 
and having taken his seat on the Throne was pleased to open 
the Session by the following gracious speech: 


“SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


—<—<—$<—<___ 


“Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“It gives me great pleasure to welcome you to the Fifth 
Session of the Third Legislature of the Province of Alberta, 
and to congratulate you upon the fact that again the province 
has been able, through a bountiful harvest, not only to assist 
in upbuilding its own resources, but also greatly add to the 
efficiency of the Empire. 

“Since your last meeting His Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to appoint as Governor General of Canada the Duke 
of Devonshire. It is of special interest to agriculturalists that 
the highest position in the Dominion has thus been filled by 
one who has devoted his life and his means almost entirely 
to the development of agriculture and the improvement. of 
stock. The women of Alberta, in common with the women 
of all Canada, will appreciate the fact that the Duchess of 
Devonshire, as the daughter of a former Governor General, 
spent five years of her life and attained womanhood in the 
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house to which she has now returned as mistress. On behalf 
of the Province of Alberta I extend to the Duke and Duchess 
of Devonshire a hearty welcome to Canada. 


“The Duke of Connaught, the Duchess of Connaught, 
and the Princess Patricia in leaving our shores carry with them 
the highest esteem of the people of Canada, and leave behind 
them pleasant memories of the manner in which they, often 
at great personal inconvenience, studied the interests of the 
people of Canada, and fulfilled the duties of their exalted station, 
and a united Canada will wish success to His Royal Highness 
in the new and important position for which he has been 
selected. 


“The fact that twelve of your Members have enlisted for 
active service in the cause of the Empire keeps us constantly 
reminded of the necessity of continued and greater endeavours 
to shoulder our part of the world’s present task, and to continue 
our efforts until a settlement is reached that will insure for 
all time the liberty of our country and cause those who have 
lost their loved ones to feel that at least they have not died 
in vain. 

“My Government feels that legislative recognition is due 
to the many soldiers who have gone abroad in defence of the 
Empire, and while recognizing the practical impossibility, in 
case of a general election before the conclusion of the war, of 
taking their votes in the ordinary way for practically all the 
thousands of polling divisions of Alberta upon one day, has 
decided as a special recognition of what is hoped to be for many 
generations a very special occasion, to create by legislation 
two constituencies at large for the Province of Alberta, of which 
the Members will be elected solely by the votes of the soldiers 
of Alberta abroad, with ample time to be fixed by returning 
officers for nomination and election, and under the sole super- 
vision of the soldiers themselves. 


“The responsibilities of every Government have been 
greatly enlarged through changes brought about by the war, 
but these changes have caused the people to realize more than 
ever the necessity of keeping in close touch with public affairs. 
They have seen it demonstrated that the personal liberty of 
the individual depends upon the*manner in which the Govern- 
ment of his country is adm’ istered, and I feel strongly that 
one important result of this increased interest will be strength- 
ened bonds of co-operation between people and Government 
in working for the advancement of Alberta. 


“Upon my Government rests a grave responsibility in 
strengthening the foundation of this province so that it will 
sustain the immense structure that with careful building is 
bound to come. The great wealth of natural resources, mines, 
fisheries, immense agricultural possibilities will bring and hold 
the countless immigrants looking for new fields of enterprise 
after the Declaration of Peace, and when the war clouds have 
_ finally rolled away development should be so rapid as to justify 
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strong anticipatory measures. The newcomer, so far as is 
possible, should find here, as a citizen of the British Empire, 
a peaceful, contented and prosperous life. 


“The Railway and Telephone development, already great, 
will be continued. The building of trunk roads, already so 
successful, will receive greater attention. 

“The Agricultural Schools, which have received unstinted 
praise from high authorities, and which will in addition to their 
ordinary use be utilized for education in agricultural pursuits 
of returned soldiers, will require to be increased in numbers. 

“The Technical Institute for Vocational Training already 
started on an extensive scale, largely as an immediate assistance 
in the training of soldiers in new means of livelihood, must be 
continued not only for that purpose but as an integral part of 
the Provincial Educational System. The assistance already so 
generously given returned soldiers and the dependants of those 
still at war, must be continued till all have found remunerative 
employment. 


“Provision must be made for additional hospital accom- 
modation so that settlers now deprived of medical attention 
may no longer suffer. 

“Provision must be made for long time loans on farm 
property with the assistance of the credit of the province, on 
terms that make possible increased production. 

“Provision must also be made for short term loans on 
co-operative principles with the assistance of municipalities and 
Government, and utilizing the ordinary banking facilities of 
the country for the purpose of meeting the many necessities 
of farm life. ; 

“Such Bills as may be required for these purposes and other 
necessary Public and Private Acts will be introduced, and I 
commend same to your serious consideration. 

“The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year will be laid 
before you, as well as Estimates of the amounts required for 
expenditure during the coming year, all prepared with due 
regard to economy and the requirements of the Public Service. 


““GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“T now leave you to the business of the Session, having 
full confidence that your deliberations will be Divinely guided 
to the best interests and welfare of the province.”’ 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
House.

Mr. Ewing asked the Government the following question, 
of which he had given notice, and which was answered by the 
Hon. Mr. Cross: 

. What is the total revenue received from the Calgary 
Land Titles Office and the Edmonton Land Titles Office, re- 
spectively, during the year 1916? 

A. Revenue from Calgaiy Office...... $150,616.89 

Revenue from Edmonton Office... 187,619.09 
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Mr. Ewing asked the Government the following questions, 
of which he had given notice, and which were answered by the 
Hon. Mr. Boyle: 

1. Q. What is the total cost to date of the Ruthenian 
training school at Vegreville, Alberta? 

A. The Government does not conduct a Ruthenian training 
school at Vegreville or elsewhere. There is, however, estab- 
lished at Vegreville an English School for Foreigners which is 
conducted by the Government through the Department of 
Education. This is a boarding school to which are admitted 
young men over sixteen years of age, foreign born, whose native 
tongue is other than English, who have been resident in the 
Province for at least two years, and have had some education 
in their mother tongue and desire to obtain an education in 
English. No distinction is made as to the nationality of the 
applicants. 

The total cost of the institution, including furniture, equip- 
ment, rent, salaries and maintenance, year by year, is as 
follows:

2. Q. What are the names of the teachers employed in 
such school, and the salary paid to each? 

A. The only teacher now employed in the school is the 
principal, R. V. Howard, B.A., whose salary is $1,500. He 
exercises general supervision over the institution and teaches - 
the students until they have completed the work of the elemen- 
tary grades. As soon as the students are, in the opinion of the 
principal, sufficiently advanced to be able to take their places 
satisfactorily in ordinary school classes they are taught in the 
Vegreville Schools under an arrangement with the Vegreville 
School Board, where they are permitted to continue until they 
have completed the course and passed the Grade XI examination.

1. That the Minister of Railways has improperly permitted 
the payment out to railway interests from the proceeds of guar- 
anteed bonds large sums of money on false and fraudulent 
estimates. 

2. That no proper supervision has been exercised by the 
Minister of Railways nor by any Member or official of the 
Government to ensure that the entire proceeds of sales of bond 
issues are paid into a chartered bank according to law, and as 
a result of such negligence large sums of money which by law 
should have been used in railway construction have been diverted 
to private interests. 

3. That as a result of misleading and incorrect statements 
conveyed to this House by the Minister of Railways, this House 
was induced. to authorize guarantee of bonds to the railways 
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controlled by J. D. McArthur and his associates covering over 
900 miles in all, to an amount exceeding the actual cost of such 
railways by more than $5,000 per mile. 

4. That private interests have been permitted by the 
Minister of Railways to exploit the public credit of the Province 
by means of excessive guarantees and other privileges and 
concessions not in the public interest and that the location of 
railways built on the credit of the Province has been determined 
by private interest rather than by public good, and that as 
a result private fortunes are being built up at the public expense 
with the full knowledge of the Minister of Railways. 

And that therefore it is advisable that the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council be requested to appoint a Royal Com- 
mission to make full investigation into Railway Construction 
in this Province as advanced under the various Statutes of the. 
Province guaranteeing railway bonds, and to make enquiry 
into the Administration of the Department of the Minister of 
Railways as to all matters in connection therewith; the said 
Commission to consist of two Judges of the Supreme Court 
of Alberta, who shall have power to select a competent Railway 
Engineer as a third member of the Commission; and that the 
said Commission so constituted shall have authority and all 
the powers mentioned in Section two (2) of ‘‘The Act respecting 
Enquiries Concerning Public Matters,’ being Chapter two (2) 
of the Statutes of Alberta, 1908; and that the said Commission 
shall select Counsel to assist in the conduct of the said investi- 
gation and enquiry, reserving to themselves the privilege, should 
they deem it advisable in the public interests to permit the

3. The assistance so given by the Government to guaranteed 
lines has largely forced the construction of other lines of railway 
in the Province showing a result within the last seven years of 
3,000 miles of new railway at an approximate expenditure 
within the Province of over Fifty Million Dollars. 
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4. In every matter connected with the guaranteeing or 
construction of said railways of interest to this House, the 
Government has at all times given the fullest, the frankest 
and most reliable information, and this House has acted upon 
the information given with the fullest confidence that their 
action would result in increased railway production, and in- 
creased prosperity for the people of Alberta. 

5. The only interests that have been consulted in the 
building of railways under government guarantees in the Pro- 
vince of Alberta, or the location of same so far as the same have 
been approved by the Provincial Railway Department, have 
been the interests of the settlers along the lines of said railways, 
and the general interest of the community in the upbuilding of 
the prosperity of the Province. 

And This House Desires to Affirm its satisfaction that at 
this time when the Empire is deeply interested in finding a 
location for British citizens under the British flag, that railway 
development in the Northern part of Alberta has been carried 
to such an extent as to furnish probably the best location yet 
left in the Empire for that settlement.
